Much Uncertainty Yet. 


The next 24 hours may show strik- 
ing developments and indicate strongly 
the probable selection of a certain man 
for the republican nomination, but aa 
yet there is no certainty what the dele- 
gates will do once they get jinder way 
on roll call. 


Women visitors to the republican and 
progressive national conventions today 
are expected to remove their hats. 
The 
women delegates it is said will set the 
style for spectators by wearing small 
bonnets and by taking them off when 
they are on the floor of the convention. 
"This ''is a political show, not a millinery 
exhibition," 
said 
one 
male 
delegate. 
"Every one should be given a chance to 
see the show without having his view 
obstructed by a hat in front. 


No formal "order for the removal of 
hats has been issued by the committco 
on arrangements. 


Nothing Definite Agreed On. 


Early today there was 
considerable 
talk among both republican and progres- 
sive leaders of peace plans although it 
was said nothing definite had been de- 
cided upon. 
Both sides seemed desir- 
ous of bringing about harmony if "pos- 
sible. 
The' plan is said to be to have 
both 
conventions 
appoint a harmony 
conference committee as soon as prac- 
ticable. 
It was pointed out that this 
plan would be more satisfactory than 
having the negotiations continued 
as 
they have been thus far without defmite 
authority from the delegates. 


The first suggestion made was for 
the national committees of both parties 
to 
name 
conference 
committees 
but 
Chairman Hilles expressed the opinion 
that it would be better to have both 
conventions act on the subject. 
Among 
progressive leaders the plan most fav- 
ored, according to Walter Brown, of 
Ohio, was a motion for a peace commit- 
tee formally offered to, the convention by 
George W. Perkins, the floor leader, 
thus placing the wlkQle question in the 
hands of the delegates. 
The appoint- 
ment of such a committee, it was point- 
ed out, would merely be conforming to 
the amity proposition made by the pro- 
gressive national committee last winter. 


. Rain Still Continues.

The rain which began yesterday noon 
continued over night and this morning. 
The flags, streamers and bunting •N^h 
which the coliseum was decorated, hung 
wet and dejected. 
Taxicabs and thfe 
private cars provided for the delegates 
by. the local reception committee moved

Policemen were at their stationa early 
as were physicians and nurses assigned, 
for emergency purposes.

Chicago, June 
In the exchange of 
diplomatic visits between the Roosevelt 
supporters and the old republicans In a 
vain effort to compose the tangled politi- 
cal condition here, the word reached the 
Indiana siipporters of Charles W. Fair- 
banks that the colonel's followefrs from 
now on are going to direct their energies 
toward the aefeat of Justice Charles E. 
Hughes. 


Fair bank's supporters throughout the 
day received the most encouraging re- 
ports and the 
leaders of the 
Indiana 
man's boom are pleased with the day's 
work. 
Representatives of the Fairbanks 
boom have been in 
consultation 
with 
leaders of the Roosevelt men and the 
word they have brought back Indicates 
that the former president's leaders are in 
a mood to make a proposition of com- 
promise that would have as Its ultimate 
end the elimination of Hughes from the 
list of presidential possibilities. 


Fairbanks will receive substantial sup- 
port from such states as Ohio, Kentucky, 
Oklahoma, Missouri, Texas, Kansas, Iowa, 
New 
Jersey, 
Pennsy:vania, 
California, 
Colorado, 
West 
Virginia, Maine, 
New 
H a m p s h i r e , 
Connecticut, Wisconsin, 
Washington and Florida on the early bal- 
lots and in addition to that he will be 
given support in those states having 
favorite sons after their own choice have 
been eliminated from possibility of nomi- 
nation. 


The word from the Roosevelt camp that 
they are to devote effort from now on 
until the clos * of the convention to the 
defeat of Hughes, has given the Indiana 
boosters a great deal of encouragement 
and many of the Fairbanks supporters 
are anticipating subfitantial aid from the 
Roosevelt men if the colonel finally is 
eliminated. 


The feelme is that Fairbanks has a 
chance to win if the convention lasts 
longer than twc ballots. ^

Would Forget and Make Amends. 


"We did not do very well in making 
for harmony the last time we met," the 
chairman said in his appeal for har- 
mony. 
"The country has regretted, let 
u": forget—and make 
amends to our 
country. 
We did not divide over fun- 
damental principles, we did not 
dis- 
agree over a national policy. 
We split 
over the methods of party 
procedure 
and preferred personalities. Let us for- 
get the differences, and find new inspir- 
ation and 
new compensation 
in 
an 


united endeavor to restore 'the country. 
•» » # 


"Bepublican principles are in a vast 
majority in this country—when the ban- 
ners of harmony are unfurled.* We have 
witnessed the comeback of our party 
in various states. 
We have seen the 
re-enlistment of those who believe in 
ronubliran 
doctrines, and victory 
has 
' fcllowod and rejoicing has attended. 
ajiology has been asked, no foresweat- 
ii.tr required. 
Tliis is not the time for 
recrimination, it is the day of recouse- 
ciation. 


"Rededicating here and now the re- 
publican party to the progress 
and 
glory of the republic, let us bury party 
prefixes with the administration which 
our differences put in power. I do not 
believe there is a really reactionary re 
publican bearing credentials to this con 
vention. 
If there is, he will depart, af- 
ter our deliberations solely and proudly 
a republican, with heart aglow with the 
party spirit of 191(5. And the welcome 
flelegate who emphasizes his progres- 
sivism, is expected to do his part in 
making our party a reflex of the best 
thought and best intent of sincere com- 
mittal to the uplift and progress of 
the American people, thereby strength- 
ening party purpose instead of magni- 
fying individual belief, and he, too, will 
find new rejoicing in being a republi- 
cnn. No party can endure which is not 
progressive." 


Discussion of the Issues. 


Th« world at war, preparedness and 
America's foreign relations served aei 
the basis for the senator's 
first 
dis- 
cussion of the issues. 
The 
enormity 
of thé war in Europe, the tidal wave of 
distress and disaster, new wonders and 
new hindrances in commerce had uttcrl.y 
changed economic conditions, and "these 
have attended embarrassments in Amer- 
ican foreign relations," he said, "as 
difficult as those which the^ individual 
citizen experiences whose every neigh- 
bor is involved in deadly quarrel." 


"Everything is abnormal except the 
depleted condition of the federal treas- 
ury, which is characteristic of demo- 
cratic coiTtrol," he said, "and the facil- 
ity of the administration for writing 
varied notes withotit effective notice." 
Amid these conditions, America, he as- 
sorted, had been singled out for leader- 
ship among tlie neutral powers, "but 
the 
administration 
at 
Washington 
spoke with more rhetoric than resolu- 
tion, and ,wc came to realize that the 
warring powers soon came to know that 
the oiTicial American voice lacked the 
volume of determined expression 
thai 
once demanded international heed, and 
we lacked the strength and confidence 
in our own defenses." 


Mexico and Europe. 


In the discussion of foreign relations 
the temporary , chairman made particu- 
lar reference to Americanism, 
to 
the 
course with Mexico and with Europe. 
Beginning Avifh Americanism he traced 
it back to Independence days when there 
were Americans from 
Great Britain, 
from Germany, from FVance and south- 
ern Europe, who made a common enuse. 
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Since that time, 
he said, America's 
gates had swung inward to the foreign- 
born and "they are an inseoarable and 
important and valued part of our Amer- 
ican citizenshin, and the few zealots of 
anv origin who violate our neutrality 
do not, and can not, impugn the loyalty 
or the American 
patriotism of that 
great body which adds to the swelling 
chorus of 'Mv 
coimtrv 'tis of Thee, 
Sweet Land of Liberty.'" 


Expressing reluctance to speak of the 
division of American sentiment relating 
to foreign affairs. Senator Harding dis- 
cussed briefly the Mexican problem. "It 
must be said, for ^ e .truth's sake and 
clearer 
understanding, we have 
hun« 
gered in vain for that unflinching Amer- 
ii^anism at Washington, which is needed 
to exalt the American soul," he de- 
clared. 
"There ia no geoeraohic modi- 
fication of American rights. 
They are 
the 8anie in Mexico that th^y are on 
tiie high peas, the.v are the same in 
Europe that they are in Asia, and are 
sHcreil everywhere, and the American 
spirit demands their fullest protection. 
Called Greatest Fiasco. 


"Whatever the ultimate solution may 
be, history will write Mexico as the 
title to the humiliating recital of the 
gieatest fiasco in our foreign relations. 
Uncertainty, instability, Mexican con- 
tempt and Avaning self-respect will be 
recorded in every chapter, and the piti- 
al;lo story of sacrificed American lives 
and the 
destruction 
of 
lawfully-held 
American property will emphasize the 
mistaken 
policy of 
watchful waiting 
and wobbling warfare. 


"Under the pretext of non-interfer- 
ence, the democratic administration mis- 
erably meddled. 
In the name of peace 
that same administration 
encouraged 
^evolution, and the cost of - American 
sacrifices was charged (.to needless war 
on Huerta, where the real American ex- 
penditure required only the voice of 
authority 
demanding 
protection 
to 
American rights. 
The unbiased (critic 
will recite that the democratic admin- 
istration first coddled Villa as a pa- 
triot, then chased him as a (.bandit." 


Respecting 
America's 
course 
with 
Europe 
the 
temporary 
chairman 
as- 
serted that no political 
party could 
draw a "variable (charfc for our ship of 
state amid 
Europe's 
warring ambi- 
tions." 


"Justice," he continued, "points th« 
way through the safe (channel of neu- 
trality. 
There are dangers, seeming or 
real, looming on "every side, but wu 
should feel secure 
along the course 
marked 
international law and our 
own conscientious convictions of Amer- 
ican rights. 
'Straight ahead' shall bo 
the command, and when peace comes 
the sober judgment - of the world vwill 
exalt us ever higher and higher as peo- 
ple strong in heart and noble in the 
espousal of justice and justice's human- 
ity. 
In that world-wide respect 
and 
confidence which needs only to be pre- 
served, we shall haye a lofty place in 
the great reconstruction, and M'e reason- 
ably may hope to see this mighty re- 
public again ministering to the re-estab- 
lif<hment of peace and all its precious 
blessings." 


Widened Relationships. 


In connection with foreign affairs the 
senator also discussed widened rela- 
tionships of the United j States, declar- 
ing that if this government is to urge 
the world's attention to international 
justice and to become the agency (of a 
progressive civilization 
it 
"must 
as- 
sufce the responsibilities of influence 
and example and accept the burdens of 
enlarged participation. 
The cloistered 
life is not possible 
to the potential 
man or the potential 
nation. 
More- 
over, the Monrde • doctrine, stronger for 
a century's maintenance, Axes an obliga- 
tion of new-world sponsorship and old- 
world relationship. 
Our part must not 
be dictatorial,lit must be trusted lead- 
ership in a fraternity of American re- 
publics." 


The senator declared America had 
been negligent concerning -its own de- 
fense and had been dwelling in fancied 
rather than real s^ecuritv and should 
heed the "warning in bleedfif|t Europe." 
Republicans, he gaid, believed in ade- 
quate national defense. 
The democratic 
party, he insisted, interrupted when the 
republicans were building to high rank 
among the naval powers. 


"I -shall not say that it is ours to 
have the gr^^^^t navy in the world," 
said , the vsenator, "but noting the elim- 
ination of distance and the passing of 
our^one<time 
iaolatioR, 
ought to 
have a nairy that fMft none in thi^ 
vrorld, and eun say 
tayUm« 
fny- 


wher^r-^ljdse are American rights and 
must be respected." 


Question of Defense. 


"There are manifest differences about 
our developments for military defense," 
he continued. 
"The president made a 
trip from the coast to the valley of the 
Missouri to tell the American people the 
need of preparedness. 
It might have 
been more seemly to tell the/story to 
congress, for that body was in session 
and empowered to act, and seemingly 
ever ready to testify „ibedience. 
How- 
ever, congress undertook to provide an 
army 
for 
defense and the majority 
wobbled oetween pacification and pre- 
paredness ;6ntil the (republican minority 
in the senate put something real in the 
pending measure. We republicans made 
a rational response to the call of .the 
land, but democratic insufficiency and 
inefficiency are recorded in tlie confer- 
ence-amended act, and a federal nitrate 
plant to/supply powder to tlie patriot.^? 
and pap to t'je paternalists and federal 
fertilizer to the farmers .-in 
competition 
with private enterprise is the great con- 
structive offering of a democratic ma- 
jority." 


America, the senator said, proclaimed 
justice and loved peace "and we are not 
too proud to fight-for them." 


Turning to economics 
the 
senajtor 
pleaded for a return to the protective 
tariff policy. 
He chose, he said, "the 
economic 
,policv 
which 
sends 
the 
American workingmen to the savings 
bmks rather than the soup houses." 


Calls Prosperity Temporary. 


"No one,'', the senator said, "dispute:- 
a iteihporary prosperity in our land to j 
day. 
But it is sectional in its factory | 
aspect, abnormal in its fevered rusti. i 
fictitious 
in its essentials, and pervert- I 
ing in its ,tendiincy. 
Worse, it is the 
gold sluiced from the river of blood, 
poured out by the horrifying sacrifice 
of millions of our fellowraen. God for- 
bid that we should boast a prosperity 
wrought' in such waste of human life. 
We had rather rejoice in the prosperity 
of peice." 


Discussing 
the ^democratic 
party 
briefly the senator sn»! it had "pro- 
claimed the sacredness of its pledge^• 
and then profaned them";, that it had 
"espoused the,freedom of the seas and 
wrought only the freedom of the P.in- 
ama canal." and had "professed econ- 
om.y and is staggered by its own ex 
travagance." I He'attacked the shipping 
bill because of its government owner- 
ship featiU'e and the attempt of demo- 
cratic forces to extend independehce tn 
the Pifilippines, "to set ¡Adrift an island 
empire, in violation to oiir obligations 
to the wprld, to the Philippine people 
and otirselves."

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Kitchener of 
Khartum. 


Friend and foe alike will freely pay tribute to the surpassing 
military genius and the tremendous capacity for doing things that 
were the outstanding characteristics of the life of Earl Kitchener, 
British minister of war, who has just been sent down with his staff 
to death in the sea when the British warship Hampshire on^ which he 
was traveling to Russia was sunk by a mine or a torpedo. He was 
easily one of the world's very greatest soldiers, and no fair estimate 
of the man will withhold from his memory the need of recognition 
due to extraordinary capacity,and extraordinary genius. 


The history of his exploits in the Sudan, which first brought him'' 
in!?F world notice, is more or less familiar, and public prints today 
are filled with voluminous accounts of his career as a soldier in many 
fields. Yet these, great as they were, are but secondary to the man's 
crowning achievement in recruiting and in whipping into line the 
vast army on which England has been relying in th^ present strug- 
gle. It was but natural for England in her stress to turn to her first 
soldier, and Kitchener rose to the occasion. Yet it is significant that 
he did not escape criticism, some of it very bitter. Opposition even 
went to the length of curtailing the power which earlier had been 
eagerly placed in his hands. Confidence in the man in the light of 
his earlier accomplishments could not withstand the strain of even 
temporary reverse. Impatience gave way to bitterness, and the past 
year has seen Kitchener the target for much criticism. 
Here the 
greatness of the man showed again, for he disdained a reply to 
calumny and proceeded with his duty as he saw it. He was easily 
a world figure. 


Now that, he is; gone, England is going to appreciate Kitchener 
of Khartum vastly more than she did during his lifetime. It is an 
accurate estimate that measures his death as the greatest loss the 
cause of Great Britain has sustained during the present war. 
Yet, 
lamentable as it is to see transcendent genius and great capacity in 
any field and in any land stricken down, it is but the fortune of the 
desperate game the European belligerents have been playing for 
almost two years.

centrating attention on five or six 
planks briefly stated. They would have 
declarations on "Americanism," prepar- 
edness, the tariff, Mexico, peace 
and 
possibly a general plank attacking the 
administitition 
for its. unbusinesslike 
handling of the affairs of government 


A movement to make political plai- 
forms brief and to the ppint would be a 
popular one. The habit has grown, from 
campaign to campaign, of "viewing with 
alarm'' and "pointing with pride" to 
si'ch an extent as to dull the ¡public's 
interest. 
So much has been inserted in 
some platforms of the past ^nd such a 
M'ide (range of topics has been covered 
that party principles have meant little 
to a large percentage of tlie voters. 
So 
much was discussed and promised that 
the result was ibewildering rather than 
impressive. 


A few fundamental points of differ- 
ence, thoroughly understood, should be 
more effective. 
Too 'often platformn 
have been weighted doM'n with plati- 
tudes and promises. 
As a result the 
public is disposed to look on all;cam- 
paign pledges as njore or less buncome. 
While it is not likely that there will be 
any very marked diminution- of verbi- 
age this season, the effort to get fewer 
and'shorter planks should have the ef- 
fect, at least, of curbing the tendency 
toward elaboration. 


It is admitted on every hand that the big and enthusiastic 
Hoosier delegation at Chicago is putting up a tremendous fight in 
behalf of the nomination of Mr. Fairbanks. There are thousands of 
Indiana republicans in Chicago, and they are arguing, pleading, plan- 
ning, organizing, dickering, cheering, marching, cajoling, waving 
flags and otherwise indicating their strong preference for the In- 
dana man. Whether he shall win the nomination or not, Mr. Fair- 
banks cannot fail to be gratified at the magnitude and the earnest- 
ness of the fight that is being made in his behalf. Rival candidates 
and their leaders also have begun to realize that the Indiana dele- 
gation is extremely "hard of hearing" when it comes down to an at- 
tempt to tell them they're beaten in the scramble.

Her Naval Supremacy is 
Wiped Out, Declares 
German Monarch. 


Berlin, (Via London, June 7.—7:35 
a. m.)—In the complete account of the 
emperor's speech to the sailors ^of the 
fleet at Wilh»lmshaven yesterday, ifthich 
was published here today, the emperor 
is quoted as gaying that the great naval 
battle off Jutland has destroyed ¡Great 
Britain's supremacy on the sea. 


"When the great war came," the em- 
peror .said, "envious enemies suddenly 
attacked tl|i fatherland. The army, by 
desperate

foes, slowly conquered them one after 
another. 
But the fleet ¡waited in vain 
for a real fight.

Indianapolis, June 7.—Indiana's 
ex- 
hibit at the Panama-Pacific Internation- 
al e.xposition cost $122,974.28, accord- 
ing to -complete figures contained in the 
final report of the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position Commission of Indiana which 
has been filed with Governor Ralston. 


The total amount 
appropriated 
by 
the legislature for the use of the com- 
mission was $135,000 and the 
figures 
of the coinmission show that $12,025.- 
72 was returned to the state treasury. 
The largest item among 
the 
expcndi- 


i tures was that of $69,616.14 for the 
•erection of the Indiana State building on 
\ the exposition grounds and the work 
on the surrounding landscape. 


Expenses charged to the various ex- 
hibits and departments in the building 
are as follows:

tion trenches with a loud glad cry, but 
that was before the Hon. Reed Smoot 
and the Hon. Murray Crane got to run- 
ning things. 
These gents are all for 
business. 


You could pass either of them through 
a coffee strainer and not get any moro, 
sentiment than there is in a grindstone.

undergo complete reorganization.

transformed.

must be equipped to hold her share of 
the world's traife. 
The old log-rolling 
devices of special interests using tariff 
schedules as a public commission for 
private plunder are as destructive to' 
national welfare aS they are intolerable 
to the national conscience.

tariff wit"< a scientific non-aprtisan ma- 
chinery of ijovernment, functioning for 
the commeiflfel advantage 
of all the 
people.

meet the social, economic and spiritual 
needs of the people. 
Mere military pre- 
intredness alone is inadequate for the 
safeguarding of the nation's life, even 
in time of war. 
The final issue of the 
tlfanic struggle tl tt nowt convulses Eu- 
rope will be decided in the home», work- 
shops, 
fields 
and 
laboratories of 
the 
people now at war. 
Any program for 
national security in time of war that 
flees not involve social and economie- 
sectirity in time of peace is falw to th« 
needs of the natibn's life and arouiies 
k suspicion as to the Rood /aith or intelli- 
gence of its advocates. 


"The greftt' nation» now at war have: 
leveloped hn organiiwd <M-o^riitiTe in-' 
dustry, capibi« of ocoBbniia .pt6ducik>n» 


the nation's highest good. 
We should 
not be parted by mere names, however 
dear.jRor by past resentments, however 
justified.. 


"But we should 
solemnly 
warn 
all 
those of an easy and accommodating po- 
litical virtue that we will not surrender 
principle nor majfo unworthy 
compro- 
mise to gain a meaningless and selfish 
political victory. 
We would rather face 
possible defeat 
fighting 
for our cause 
than to seek assured victory 
through 
moral treason to those high principles 
and heroic souls that combined to make 
us the second party of this nation in 
1912. The 4,200,000, voters who followed 
our leader and espoused our cause can 
b.i augmented to a majority 
perhaps 
more easily under united banners, but if 
need be the progressive standard will go 
forward alone.

for an Americanism which is not quali- 
lied by differences in blood or birth or 
crecil. 
They stand for preparedness of 
the body and of the spirit, industrial 
and social as well as military, with uni- 
versal service for the defense of the na- 
tion.

"In the midst of changing conditions, 
tuiparalleled in history, we cannot even 
forecast the p'rolflems that will confront 
Auicrica in the next four years.

chief issue today is ono of leadership, 
the supreme need for a MAX.

Again, wo will speak plainly. 


"Wouhl any disinterested patriot un- 
touched with' jiartisan prejudice or per- 
sonal feeding hesitate long to name the 
leader best fitted to servo this causeT 
His name is on the lips of the nation. 
Two great partie.s claim him as their 
own. 
He was our leader in 1!>12. 
He 
was the leader of the republican party 
for many years. 
He was president of 
oiir nation for seven years. 
There is no 
man in America twlay who holds as ho 
does alike the contidcnce of the American 
people and the ungrudging respect of 
every nation in the world. He has been 
a master politician, but he has refused 
ever to play politics with the destiny of 
his countr>%

waiting for the leader, to be named hera 
in Chicago.

He followed the text with hardly 
a skip of a word, his full voice carrying 
to tne farthest ends of the coliseuui. 


Hum Grows Loud. 


At one time the hum of talk grew 
Icud. 
Mr. Hilles rapped for order and 
quiet prevailed again. 


Taking up national defense Senator 
H.irding brought applause when he de- 
clared that there is a call today 
for 
"prudent, patriotic and ample defense. 


"We ought to hftve a navy that fears 
none in 
the 
world," 
said he. 
This 
brought out the most enthusiastic ap- 
plause so far. 


There was laughter when he referred 
to President Wilson's speaking trip for 
preparedness and declared the president 
might better have devoted his efforts 
to the democratic majority in congress. 
He accredited the republican 
minority 
in the senate with having put the "real 
things" in the army bill. 


Applause and Jifers. 


"We love peace and justice and we 
intend to have them," said he, "and we 
are not 'too proud to fight' for them." 
The reference to President Wilson's cel- 
ehrated remark brought applause and 
jeers. 
When Senator Harding had been 
speaking just thirty minutes he was 
exactly half t"hrough his speech. 


Loud laughter and jeers greeted his 
reference to the "changing position of 
the democratic party from Baltimore to 
Vera Cruz. 


"Failure," said he, 'lias greeted every 
part of the tar'<T revision and fear is 
haunting the white house slumbers to- 
day." 


As the speaker went down through 
a long list of indictments of lack of 
acihevement of 
the democratic 
party 
the convention voiced its approval by 
first applauding 
one 
sally . and t^eu 
cheering another. 


Only Stopped for Drink. 
Harding's 
condemnation of ."a few 
aealots of any nation who violate our 
neutrality," 
brought 
prolonged 
ap- 
plause.. 
The 
convention 
thought the 
senator had finished his speech and be- 
can 
a 
demonstration. 
Mr. 
Harding, 
however, had only stopped for a drink 
of water, and 
the delegation settled 
down again to hear him finish. 


The speech cnme to a close with a 
peroration on Americanism, which fre- 
quently was interrupted by cheers. 
A 
demand for "the protection of Ameri- 
can rights under every eky" was round- 
ly applauded. 
' "There is no geographic modification 
of 
American 
rights," 
said 
Senator 
Hardintr. 
"She 
demands 
protection 
everywhere." 


Senator Hardine touched on the Mex- 
ican situation 
extendedly 
to the 
ap- 
narent approval of the convention, a:« 
he 
scored the 
democratic administra- 
tion's policy step by step. 
There was a 
wave of laughter as he declared the ad* 


the republicans remained. 
Mr. Perkins 
was asked if Col. Roosevelt would be 
nominated today. 


"There is not a chance," he replied. 
"We are not going to take any snap 
judgment. 
Everyone should keep it con 
stantly in mind that 
the 
progressivi> 
convention is not being held here at the 
same time as the republican convention 
in the spirit of a threat.'' 


Mr. Perkins said a telephone conversa- 
tion he had with 
Col. 
Roosevelt 
this 
morning was devoted almost entirely t'> 
the bad weather both here and at Oys 
ter Bay. 
Neither of them, said Mr. Per- 
kins, regarded the weather as an ill- 
omen. 
Mr. Roosevelt will be kept in 
close touch with the developments by 
long distance telephone, but the Oyste, 
Bay wire will not be strung directly to 
the convention. 


Spectators were even slower to arrivo 
than the delegates. 
The former had ff\r 
seats allotted, only 
the two

balconies at a dizzy height. 


Birth Song Again. 


While the delegates were filing in the 
hand played a medley of airs, includ- 
ing the progressive birth song, "Onward 
Christian Soldiers." 
Another wa.s the

Gov. Johnson, of California, progres- 
sive candidate for vice president in 1912.

kins was given an ovation when he came 
upon the stage shortly after noon.

delegates gave three cheers, shouted and 
clapned, standing and yelling lustily. 


ollowing the arrival 
of leaders the 
hand plaj'ed "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner," while the entire tlirong stood with 
bared heads. 


Called to Order. 
At 12:27 the convention was called to 
order by Victor Murdock, chairman of 
the national 
committee. 
He rapped 
with his gavel for several minutes bc.- 
fore quiet was obtained. 
Bishop Wil- 
liam Frazer McDowell, of Chicago, of- 
fered the invocation, a voice shouting. 
Everybody up." 


The prayer expressed hopes that the 
efforts of the convention would redound 
to the benefit of the republic; that the 
nation "may serv humanity to lead the 
world to libertyy/ 
through 
truth and 
righteousness." 


Following the prayer "America" was 
sung, the entire convention standing, all 
jr.ining in the national anthem. 
FJnsh- 
light photographs 
were 
then taken. 
Secretary O. K. Davis read,the conven- 
tion call of the national committee and 
the temporary officers were annmmced 
Thereupon Chairman Murdock presented 


Raymond Robins as temporary chair« 
man of the convention. 


Paroxysm of Enthusiasm. 


At the first mention of Col. Roose- 
velt's name by Mr. Robins the conven- 
tion went into a paroxysm of enthus- 
iasm. 
Waving hands, hats and 
flags 
made a tumultuous human sea of the 
convention floor. The ovation rose and 
fell in bursts of sound waves, th9se 
near the stage apparently leading the 
cheering. 
Delegations 
then 
began 
a 
march through the aisles. Banners were 
brought upon 
the stage and carried 
through the hall. 
One of the most con- 
spicuous banners said, "If Teddy were. 
president, where would Villa be?" 


They Wanted Teddy. 


"We want Teddy," the crowd chanted 
in 
deep, 
resonant 
rythm. 
States 
standards were brought on the stage, 
pictures and posters of Roosevelt wpre 
frantically 
waved. 
When 
the confu- 
sion lulled those on the stage and in 
the aisles waved banners to enliven en- 
thusiasm. 
Led by the band hymns were 
si.ng. 
The delegations, jamming 
and 
surging through the aisles, became so 
congested near the stage that progress 
was blocked for several minutes. 
The 
band kept playing, adding to the excite- 
ment, 
playing 
"Marching 
Through 
Georgia." 


Women Join in March. 


During the demonstration scores 
of 
women in the audience joined with men 
in marching through the aisles and the 
platform. 


"T. R. and aSfetv First" read one of 
the banners, waved from the rostrum 
by a woman, after it had been carrieil 
around the great hall among the surg- 
ing and shouting delegates. 


"Roosevelt, 
a leader not a trader," 
read anothpi', and on the opposite side 
was this:

Roosevelt's voto 
was 4,lli).,o.'?8; Taft's vote, 3.484,800." 


Other banners 
read: 
"Tlie 
peoplo 
want T. R.—a regular American." 


"Missouri, Roosevelt first, last and all 
the time.'' 


"Why take chances? 
We know what; 
Roo.sevelt can do.' 


Sweeps Into Tremendous Chant. 


After unorganized demonstrations for 
seme minutes, the crowd swept into a 
tremendous chant to the words. "We 
want Teddy." 
The excitement spread 
fi nm the floor to tiic balcony, where the 
alternates also began marching throui»h 
rhe aisles, despite the handicap of step.s 
to climb. 


As 
the 
crowds on 
the main 
floor 
marched up and down .steps to parade 
tiie stage and convention nfficcr.s wvtu 
engulfed, allowing the demonstration to 
proceed unhindered oflicially.

After my husband had talkod witn 
him regarding his spiritual

and experience, preparations wore' made 
for him to be baptized in the jail on 
fr^unday, January 11th.

ence had gathered, by permission of 
the sheriff", in the court of tlie cell en- 
closure, to witness 
the 
baptism of 
Spencer. 
In the crowd . were preachers, 
lawyers, evangelists, members of 
the 
board of supervisors, 
.some 
reporters, 
nnd citizens, 
^^'hat a picture it wfi.-i 
to see this."man without a sovil,'' the 
man whom no one could tame, whom 
judges, lawyers, and 
police rould 
do 
nothing wfth, this man who had never 
known'What obedience meant, kneeling 
quietly and submissively in obedience 
to the command of God on the cold eel) 
floor to be baptized. 
I wish that thou- 
.^ii'ids ,of people who fJoubt the power 
of God in a life of a man like that could 
have been present at tliat service. 
It 
gave to all who saw it a new vision 
of God's power to save tt> the utter- 
most. 


After the baptism, Spencer occupied 
considerable time in giving hia te.sti- 
mony to the people as they passed in 
and out of the jail, and it .was the 
strong testimony of a great sinner who 
lad been saved by a great power—the^ 
power of God. 


It 
was really remarkable to notice 
this man's love for souls. 
He was al- 
ways 
anxious 
that 
other 
prisoners 
should be saved. 
Never once during 
the time I visited him did he fail to 
urge upon me the need of telling other 
].'risoner8 the story of'God's love. 
He 
would speak of the peed that prisoners 
had of the touch of the Christian work- 
er. 
For that ireason Mie was fond of 
theUiymn, "Oh, the Touch of His Hand 
on Mine!" 
He would often say thai 
the prisoners 
valued the touch of a 
Christian hand more than the Chris- 
tians realized. 
He would say, "Shake 
hands Avith them, mother. 
It means so 
much to a man that is down and out." 
And nfay I be permitted to say a word 
to Cl iistian workers that might lead 
them to realize what the contact of a 
Christian life with these doAvn-trodden 
men and women would mean, how mucn 
good the touch of a hand >vpuld do? 
li 
• e have not done it before, let us ask 


; 


(iod to liel]) us iu the future not to 
withliold that touch from fallen men 
and women. 


One day Spencer asked my husband 
if he would go and s])eak to a certain 
prisoner whom he had been praying for 
nnd speaking with. ]\Ir. Evans went to 
the prisoner's coll, talked with tlie man, 
and finally led him to Christ. 
This man 
toid my iiusband that Spencer had been 
s].eaking with him about being a Chris- 
tian and that he had come to the con- 
clusion that he would, for he had noted 
ti e wonderful change in Spencer's life. 
This prisoner was released from the 
jiiil shortly after, and having no'place 
to go, he stayed ten days in our home, 
.'¡nd lived a consistent Christian life. 
Leaving Wheaton, he went to his home 
c'iy, where he was baptized and joined 
tlie Baptist church. 
In the last letter 
we got from him, we were informed of 
his marriage and that he was happy in 
the T.ord and pleasantly sjtuated in hi? 
own home. 


Nor was this the only prisoner tliai 
Spencer was instrumental in leading tc 
Christ. 
There was abundant evidencr 
(if the influence of this>nvin for good 
and for salvation in the lives of otho; 
prisoners in the jail with him. 
M_\ 
Inisband and I Jhappen to know of at 
least three clear 
cases of conversion 
through the instrumentality of this con- 
demned prisoner. 


I 
His Last Night. 


The last night of Spencer's life on 
eartli, the night when condemned pris- 
f.nprs are permitted 'to have practically 
wliatever they wish, and which they 
generally spend in playing cards. Spen- 
cer's only request was that Dr. and 
Jirs. Evans .and their eon Louis stay 
with him part of the night spending 
the time in the singing of hymns, the 
reading of the Bible, and prayer, • 


This request we gladly granted. While 
this service was going on, the court 
yard was filled with hundreds of people 
trying to get a glimpse of the man who 
was to hang in the morning. 
Clear'and 
happy, 
the 
voice 
of 
the 
condemned 
prisoner could be heard throughout the 
Mhole court yard, singing, "I shall see 
the king Friday." We left Spencer at 
midnight to go home and get rMt. 
He, 
too, said he was going to sleep, sound 
as a child. 
The guard j»'ho was with 
him that night told me that Spencer 
slept as peacefully an n babe. 
His L«i4 Momipg. 


At five o'clock in the morning, he 
Was awakened by a chorus of young 
ladies from the churches in the neigh- 
borhood, who had .come to sing hymns 
for him. 
He immediately arose and 
joined in the singing. 
He was very 
happy to know that within a few hours 
he was going, as he said, "to see .the 
King." 
, 
. 


Dr. Evans and myself went down to" 
the jail at 7:30 that morning. 
Spencer 
had asked to be given communion and 
to have hia last words with liC 
The 
auiet scene uDstair« during the hour uf 


communion, and talking of the thing--; 
belonging to 
lî^at 
other 
and 
larger 
life, will never be forgotten 
by 
the 
writer. 
To sit and speak to a man who, 
is in the full prime of life, healthy 
and strong, and with the apparent pros- 
pect of many years of life, to speak 
to him of those things, knowing tiiat 
in an hour or two he would realize 
them, is an experience which cannot 
very well be put on paper. 
But I shall 
never cease to thank God for the priv- 
ilege of telling Henry Spencer the story 
of God's love to sinners. 


I said, "You 
seem so wonderfully 
happy and so strange this morning." 


He replied, "That is because I am so 
near to God. I am going to see Him in 
n few moments. 
You may have to 
live many years, battling and struggling 
down here, and it could not be expecteo 
but what I would seem different, be- 
cause I am so near the other country." 


At nine o'clock, I left him with my 
luisband, after he had given me the 
little things that were in his cell, he 
hi^hself tying and wrapping them up as 
l iietly and serenely as if he were al- 
ways to stay here. 
He tried to thank 
me for what I bad done for him, and 
Iiis last words to me were, "God bless 
you, mother. . I will look for you in 
lieaven." 
My Jiusband remained, as he 
was to go with Spencer to the scaffold. 
The^Jast glimpse I got of this man 
whom.the world called "the man with- 
out a soul" will remain as the vision of 
one who, though he had been a great 
sinner, had found a great .Saviour, and 
was rejoicing in a great and blessed 
hope; 
It made me feel that all the 
labor I bad expended on him was more 
than worth while, for in the eyes of 
God, and it ought to be in our estima- 
tion, too, one . soul is worth more than 
the whole world. 


His Last Letters. 


On 
the 
morning of his execution. 
Spencer handed a letter—his last writ- 
ing—to my husband and one to me. 
These letters are personal, and yet they 
show .the spirit of the man, such as he 
manifested through all the months of 
hie new found life in Christ, that my 
husband and I feel they oiigjit to be 
published. 1

HENRY SPENCER. 


The Last Hour, 
The execution of Henry Spencer can 
probably be be.st described by my hus- 
band, who went with the condemned 
man to tlie scaflold. 
Following is his 
description 
of the last hour of 
this 
man's life on earth: 


"I wa.s alone with Spencer from nine 
o'clock on the morning of his execution 
u! til his death .at 10:22. 
Mrs. Evans 
and I Iiad spent an hour or so with 
liim, encoiuaging him in his faith and 
hope in God. 
At .nine o'clock she left 
the jail, and I was alone with the con- 
demned man. 
He narrated to me the 
story of his life from its beginning 
until that hour. 
Among other things 
lie said, 'It is true, doctor, that I have 
been a crook, a thief, -and a bad man. 
I have hated everybody until Decem- 
ber 10th last, when I foUnd Christ 
as mv Saviour. 
Now I am going into 
tlie presence of my King and judge, 
but I want to say this to you. 
As I 
have.said to you often during the last 
few months, although I have been a 
bad man, I can say to God, in wb««e 
presence I soon shall stand, that my 
hands have not been stained Avith the 
blood of any one. I am not a murderer, 
and the only time I ever saw Mrs. Rex- 
roat, for whose murder I am now to be 
hung, was the one liour I danced with 
her I that night. 
Who killed her, I do 
not know, but I am saiisfied to die, be- 
cause I am ready. 
It may be that,the 
n:an who really murdered her is not 
prepared to meet his God. 
I am • sure 
that God has forgiven all my sins "ünd 
that I shall see the King in -a little 
while. 
I am innocent of this crime." 


"The sheriff.then came to the cell to 
read the death Avarrant to Spencer. 
It 
uas realiy Avonderful to see the calm- 
ress of the prisoner as contrasted with 
the nervous condition of the sheriff, and 
aho to ^ e how Spencer tried to com- 
fort and encourage the sheriff by tell- 
ing him he must not feel badl.y; that 
hb was only doing his duty; that that 
was the happiest hour of his life, .for 
hq was going into the /presence of his 
Saviour. 
' 


"Spencer was then led out of the 
cell, his hands tied behind him, accom- 
panied by the sheriff, two deputies'and 
myself. He a»ked tho sheriif, what tb«. 


two deputies .were for, and was told, 
'to lie!p him in case of need.' 


"He replied, 'Thank you, .«herifT, I do 
not need.any help c.\cept-tp have Dr. 
Ivvans with me.' 


On the Scaffold. 


"We passed .down the iron stairway 
out into tlie corridor that led to the 
enclosure where .«tood t!io scaffold. Tlie 
shcrifT led the way. Spencer and ;I fol- 
lowing, with the two deputies behind 
us. 
As we carae to tlie foot of the 
scaffold, .Spencer ran ahead of me and 
bounded up the stairway two steps at 
a time and took his place on the trap 
door. 
Those who witnessed the execu- 
tion .will never forget the scene, nor 
will they ever forget tho look on tlie 
face of tlie condemned man and the ex- 
pre.^sion of confidence, hope and joy, 
whicJj Avas born of faith in Christ. 


He had told me that he Avanted" to 
quote some of his faA'orite psalms and 
also to give his testimony on the-.scaf- 
fold before he died. To this the sheriff 
consented. 
So Avhen 
everything Avas 
quiet. Spencer began.to quote some of 
bis favorite psalms—the 
twenty-third 
and 
tAvo others. 
These 
he 
quoted 
clearly and Avith confidence. 
He then 
gaA-e his testimony to the saA'ing power 
of God and made a declaration of his 
innocence. 


His , Confession—Last Words. 


He said: 
"]My friends, I 
glad to have this 
opportunity to toll you .that I have 
found peace and joy at last. 
I have 
found a mother in iVfrs. 
EA-ans, Avho 
brought into my miserable life a trust 
in God, Avhich is in my heart noAv. She 
showed me the Avay of salvation, even 
through the trap of the scaffold. 
The 
only prayer I 
k n c A V before she came 
Avas, 'Jesus, help a crook like me.' The 
seven months and tAventy-one daj's that 
are ending noAv have been the hapj)iest 
ones in mv life, 
and 
that 
alone, 
AA-hether guilty or not, , is Avorth going 
to the galloAvs for. I have found pe^ice, 
joy, and ha{»plnes3 in believing in Jesu» 
Christ.» 
, 


"Spencer then made a declaration of 
his innocence. He said, 'You are doubt- 
le.»« interested to knoAv Avhether I -»m 
innocent or guilty of this crime. 
My 
friends, I am innocent of the crime for 
Avhich I am being hung.' 


"Ho then said, 'I am ready noAV, sher- 
iff.' 
. 


"His arms and legs Avere then pin- 
ionc<H the Avhite shroud was put over 
his body; his glasses Avere taken off 
and given to me; the rope Avas adjusted 
aTpund his neck; the cap placed over 
his head; and in the midst of a prayer, 
his body shot to its death. 


'.'Tlie imjfreaaion made upon 
those 
Avho Avitnessed the execution is beyond 
pen to describe. 
Men Avho were skepti- 
cal and unbelieving Avith reference to 
this man's conversion,» had their imbe- 
lief chanj^ed to faith. 
They had never 


expected to see such confidence 
and 
hope in the face of death. 
Some of 
the ijjiople, I am told, left the en- 
cliisure, after the confession, before the 
lianging 
actualh* took 
place. 
Many 
weirt. away saying that they had never 
.-een the poAver of God so manifest be- 
fore as thav liad seen it that day." 


The both' of Spencer Avas placed in a 
casket, on which Avere placed two sim- 
ple bouquets of floAvers, one from Dr. 
and Mrs. EA-ans, and the other from 
Judge McKenzie Cleland, of Chicago. A 
brief service 
Avas held at the cemetery. 
One or tAvo hymns Avere sung, pray«r 
offered, and some 
remarks made by 
Judge CleRind. 


Among other things, the judge said, 
"As I stand 
here today beside this 
grave, there are 
tAVo 
Avords vividly 
brought to my mind—Ibav and love. 
I 
am deeply imjiressed Avith the fact that 
Avhat the laAV could not do, love did. 
The laAV had had its full sAvay in t h i j 
man's life. 
NcA-er a hand had been 
raised to interfere Avith the laAV ,or to 
plead against it in the prisoner's b e - 
half. 
Arri>sted at sixteen for steaUn^ 
a suit of clothes, sent to prison for tan 
years, released after eight j'cars, then 
after four moi/'i.i;' 
freedom, arrested 
again for stea|ng, 
and sent up for 
eight more; reH>ased again and after a 
tVAv months rearrested and condemned 
to be executed. 
Thus for sixteen years 
the laAv 
h . a d had full opportunity to do

A v i t h this man, Avho !» 


noAv 
thirty-tAvo years old—to refornj 
him and make a good citizen. 
But it 
utterly failed. 
All it has been able to 
do is to take 'aAvay his life, as it has 
done this day. 
There 
came a time, 
seA'en or eight months ago, when the 
loA'e of God Avas presente<i to this man 
throtigh the ministry of a child of God, 
a Christian Avoman and the story of the 
loA-e of God transformed this man .and 
made ojit of tiiis 
criminal the quiet, 
gentle, docile, kind, forgiving Christian 
man ^ that thousands have seen ,as they 
passed his cell and talked with him 
during the last fcAv months." 


Thus ends the story of the wonder- 
ful conversion of a great sinner. 
And 
there are thousands like hini in and 
out of prison Avho could be saved and 
nr.de useful citizens if only they had 
A real chance in life to make»,good, and 
if ih their sin and desperation some 
Christian man or woman wouM take 
to them the Gospel of the loving and 
poAverful Son of God, Avho came into 
the .Avorld to save sucli "Chief of Sin- 
ners." Did He not take such a one witli 
Him into Paradise in the last how 
His life?

Millet and Cow Pea 
Hay. 


As soon as the oats were off the 
ground, 
the six acres 
were 
plowed, 
p r e p a r e d a n d seeded 
to G e r m a n millet 
and cow peas, at the ra.te of 8 bushels 
of 
peas and 
3 pecks of millet 
per 
acre. 


Before the crop was sown, an appli- 
cation of a little over 300 pounds of 
acid phosphate per acre was u.^^od, or 
In other words, 1 ton put on the six 
acres. 


as well as manure, turned under. The 
writer saw this crop as it was being 
mowed, and it could not be excelled 
either for growth or quality. 


The crop was estimated at 3 tons 
per acre, by many practical 
farmers 
who saw the crop at harvest 
time, 
but at the lowest, the yield was 2 ^ 
tons per acre, making 15 tons, which 
at time of harvesting was wTirth $25 
per ton or $375. 
Cost of crop. 
Plow- 
ing, $13.50; discing, rolling, harrowing 
and seeding, $14; harvesting, $14; cow 
peas, $10; millet, $6.56. Cost of 75 loads 
of manure at $1.00 i^er load, $75, but 
it seems that 
at 
least half 
of 
this 
amount should be charged to the oat 
crop sown the previous fall. 
Allowing 
this way, the cow pea and millet crop 
will be charged with $37.50 
manure 
account. 
The total cost of this other 
pea and millet crop follows: $91.56 V^ 
profit, $283.44. 


\\Tieat and Clover Mixed as Hay. 
Last fall the whole f a r m of eleven 
acres was sown in wheat and 
Ger- 
man, or crimson clover, to be cut for 
hay in the late spring. 
The methods 
were carried out in this manner: 


An 
application 
of 
1 ton 
of 
acid 


seed, $9. 


The cost of seeding the 5-acre plot 
was: 
Plowing, $14; discing, 
rolling, 
harrowing and seeding, $14; one car 
load of ground limestone, spread, $66; 
seed wheat, $5.25; clover seed, $7.50. 
The total expenses of seeding the 11- 
acre f a r m last fall were as follows, 
and given as a whole, including 
the 
harvesting of the haj^ crop, 
$272.05. 


Estimating 
the 
11-acre 
crop 
of 
mixed wheat and clover at 2 tons per 
acre (a most conservative figure), Mr. 
Crull will get 22 tons of feed that will 
be worth, at the lowest, $20 per ton, 
$440.00. 
Deducting expenses, there 's 
left a profit of $187.96. With this fact 
to be taken into consideration, 
that 
his land is improving In value each 
year, 
both 
f r o m 
the 
standpoint 
of 
fertility and also f r o m the fact that 
its proximity to a growing city 
en- 
hances its value In that respect. 
But 
the Idea Is this—intensify your opera- 
tions, use more manure, humus, fer- 
tilizer, fight shy of big, poor surfaces, 
f r o m which 
no profits attend. 
Mr. 
Crull's work teaches a profitable les- 
son. 


Dairying Is a Ready- 


Money Business 


Successful Dairying Requires Unre- 
mitting Attention, But the Returns 
Are Large and Practically Certain. 


By M. PURVIS. 


Dairying Is a confining business to 
be sure. 
It requires dally 
attention 
and the work must be done with re- 
gularity, each duty requiring attention 
at practically the same hour, 
weak 
after 
week, 
rain 
or 
shine, 
Sunday, 
Fouth of July and Thanksgiving. 


It Is this everlasting routine 
that 
prevents a great many f r o m taking up 
dairying as a regular part of the f a r m 
work. 
It is the American distaste for 
being bound down and hedged in that 
keeps the dairy part of our f a r m work 
very much In the background. 


Notwithstanding 
this 
undesirable 
phase of dairying. It has some advan- 
tages which producing grain, hay or 
live stock for m a r k e t have not. 


It Is a business on which the opera- 
tor is able to count 
without 
much 
danger of having his plans miscarry 
on account 
of wet or dry 
weather,^ 
early or late frosts, or any other of the 
things which so often m a r the pro- 
jects of the most careful husbandman. 


With a little forethought the dairy- 
man may be as free from worry about 
the weather as any other man living. 
Blow high or blow low the cows come 
home 
and 
the consuming 
public 
is 
ready to take all the butter that is 
produced, or the creamery or cheese 
factory Is waiting to weigh in the milk 
and distribute checks every month. 


This is another advantage. 
The live 
stock breeder must wait two, tliree or 


five years for his cattle to get in shape 
for market, 
the swine breeder 
gets 
his money only once a year and the 
sheepman is likely to have his profits 
knocked away by tariff agitation on a 
big crop of wool in Australia, or a 
sudden panic among the > "predatory 
wealthy." 


Empires may fall and nations dis- 
appear, until the m a p of Europe looks 
like a western landscape after a cy- 
clone, but people must have milk, but- 
ter and cheese and the price gets a 
little better every year. 
No dairyman 
need worry about the result of 
the 
election 
for Republicans, 
Democrats 
and Socialists alike need the products 
of the dairy or they will not feel that 
they are getting what Is < ming 
to 
them. 


The money f r o m the dairy 
comes 
weekly, or at longest, monthly, and It 
is a cash deal all the time. 
The prices 
vary with the season a little but they 
run in lines that take the same 
up 
and down curves year after year. 


Many dairymen are trying to 
find 
the 
method 
which 
will allow 
them 
to keep the largest number of cows 
on a given acreage. 
A much 
better 
object would be sought If they were 
to trj' to secure the largest 
possible 
number of cows which will 
produce 
a pound of butter every day for ten 
months of every year of their activ- 
ities. 


F a r m 
dairying 
isn't 
the 
poorest 
business In the world by a good many 
long 
marks, 
but 
American 
farmers 
show a disposition to let the foreign 
emigrant take the business and make 
the money, which shows that Ameri- 
can farmers are not always awake to 
the most profitable part of farming. 


Money 
every 
week 
and ; the 
f a r m 
getting richer every year ought to be 
an attractive proposition. 
We ought 
to have more f a r m dairies and fewer 
worn-out farms. 


The dairyman who does not set a 
high mark, and test his cows regu- 
larly and systematically, will always 
carry in the herd some cows who are 
kept at a loss, to reduce the average 
of the herd. 


GEHING GOOD RESULTS WITH SHEEf ^ 


An Illinoia Farmer Tells How He Makes Money Out of His Flock. ^ 


By S. M. MILLER. 


The best possible care and feed for 
the young lamba on our farm, Is' given 
through their mothers, and to this end 
I aim to have the ewes in the 
finest 
possible condition up to the weaning 
time. 
By this, I do not mean fat. but 
in good flesh and strong and 
hearty 
for their ration at every feeding time. 


My lambs are fed no grain 
until 
they are 
three and a half 
to 
four 
months old, when they are 
weaned. 
They will be fed sufficient amount of 
grain 
next fall and 
winter to 
keep 
them in good condition and thrifty. 


Is used, which of course Includes rlgli 
adherence to specific directions framed 
to ensure safety and efficiency. 


In order that it may be lasting a» 
well as efficient. It seems almost nec* 
essary that a dip should be poisonous 
and such a dip by remaining in t h s 
fleece, 
will, if employed in the earljf 
part of the season, confer immunity 
from the "fly"' attack to a very grreat 
extent, as well as prevent the develop« 
ment of the larvae. 


Carbolic dips a- d other preparations 
of coal tar. although quite equal to 
killing any vermin which the sheep 
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shorn early and turned to grass and 
sold the first of June, when they will 
be about 14 months old. 


They will still be lambs, as they will 
not have ahed their lamb teeth, will 
bring lamb prices and will have made 
the 
greater 
part 
of 
their 
fiesh 
on 
grass. 


I do not consider it as profitable to 
raise sheep for wool as for mutton, 
but the two are so closely connected 
that they can hardly 
be 
considered 
separately. 


It is possible to grow a good, heavy 
fleece 
on a mutton carcass, and 
the 
sheep with which this can be done is 
altogether the 
most desirable 
sheep 
for the average farmer to raise. 


It Is a poor individual that will not 
grow wool enough to pay for its keep- 
ing, leaving the mutton as profit and 
with 
a 
good, 
big, 
heavy-shearing 
sheep, it is possible to realize a profit 
on the wool, making in this way the 
two sources of profit. 


While the expense of 
maintaining 
a flock of sheep is hardly noticeable, 
the addition to the income from a few 
lambs and the animal fleeces is very 
welcome. 


The sheep raiser who puts his de- 
pendence in the best breeds and goes 
ahead to produce as valuable a mut- 
ton carcass and as good a fleece of 
wool as is possible, is pretty sure to 
come out all right. 


The "poison" bogy frightens some, 
but properly prepared poisonous dips 
are perfectly safe, if the ordinary care 


may harbor, are certainly very evan« 
escent and their odor, on which they 
depend 
for 
deterring 
the 
"fly." 
is 
quickly dissipated. 


As they are non-poisonous and do 
not remain long in the wool, they do 
not poison the maggots. 


Sprinkling 
is very 
much 
akin 
t o 
dipping, the same solution being used. 
It Is practiced when it is not conven« 
lent to dip each sheep separately and 
secures the saturation of the fleece a t 
parts most likely to be "struck." 


The removal of dirty locks of wool 
and the trimming of the soiled parts 
is imperative. 


These, precautions, however, will not 
always suflSce, for the yoke of the wool 
will prove sufficient attraction 
unless 
poisoned 
or 
rendered 
distasteful 
to 
the fly and the pest will sometimes 
strike, 
especially 
on 
hot 
days, 
and 
when there is thunder in the air. 


Powdering the fleece used to be the 
favorite 
method 
of 
prevention, 
but 
dipping 
or 
sprinkling 
with 
a 
fluid 
preparation has largely superseded it 
as being more economical, as well as 
more efficient. 


Fly powders consist for the 
most 
part of mixtures of sulphur, arsenic, 
powdered hellebore, white lead, alum, 
cinnabar of antimony, prepared chalk, 
umber, American bole and whale oil 
In various combinations and 
propor- 
tions, and some old-fashioned farmers 
will cling to the use of such agents, 
but they are not nearly so effective as 
a reliable dip. 


H O W TO MAKE A TILE TRAP FOR RABBITS 


Amon? the serious pests in orchards 
and tree plantations are several native 
species --f rabbits. 
These animals do 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
damage 
to 
garden 
truck and other farm crops also, es- 
pecially on lands recently opened to 
cultivation. 
North American 
rabbits 
belong to two general classes easily 
distinguished by their size and habits. 


The larger forms include the Arctic 
End varying hares, or snowshoe rab- 
bits, 
and 
the 
jack 
rabbits. 
The 
smaller 
forms 
are 
generally 
called 
cottontail rabbits. 


In 
habits 
they 
differ 
materially 
from the larger rabbits. 
They live in 
copses and thickets more than in open 
jpelds- 
The 
young 
are 
born 
blind, 
naked, and 
helpless, while those of 
the larger rabbits have the eyes open, 
are partially furred, and active when 
born. 


Rabbits 
of 
both genera, 
however, 
feed exclusively on vegetation, and are 
at times harmful to crops and espec- 
ially to trees. 
Because of their size 
and great abundance in parts of their 
range. Jack rabbits are by far the most 
destructive, but, except in a few places 
where they have been introduced, none 
are found east of the Mississippi. 
Epi- 
Eootlcs (diseases which attack 
many 
inimals at the same time) are an effec- 
tual natural check, and after such attack 
occurs. Jack 
rabbits 
are 
usually 
so 
reduced in numbers that they are not 
troublesome agalp for several 
years. 
Traps and other devices that are ef- 
fective with cottontail rabbits do not 
B.lways succeed with Jack rabbits. 


Cottontail rabbits are so well known 
that little need be said of their habits. 
They breed several times each 
year 
during the warmer months, the littc s 
averaging five or six young. 
The nest 
Is usually placed In a hollow or de- 
pression of the ground, often in open 
fields or meadowa. 
It Is composed of 
dead grass and Warmly lined with fur 
wnich the female pulls f r o m her own 
body. 
The male f».bbit takes no part 
in carmg for the Voung, and the fe- 
male 
weans them 
as soon as 
they 
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Cross 
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are able 
to leave the nest. 
These 
animals breed so rapidly that in spite 
of many natural enemies, and of the 
fact that they are hunted for h u m a n 
food, 
they 
often 
become 
numerous 
enough 
to 
inflict serious 
losses 
on 
farmers and 
fruit growers in 
many 
parts of the United States. 


Cottontail rabbits eat all sorts of 
herbage — leaves, stems, 
flowers, 
and 
seeds of herbaceous plants and grasses 
—and leaves, buds, bark, and fruits 
of 
woody 
plants 
or 
trees. 
They 
usually 
prefer 
t h i 
most 
succulent 
foods, as young shoots, tender garden 
vegetables, clover, alfalfa, and fallen 
ripe fruits; but they exhibit also 
a 
remarkable delicacy of taste In their 
selection of certain varieties of culti- 
vated plants and in their neglect of 
others of the same species. 
When 
favorite foods are absent, rabbits re- 
sort to whatever is available. 
It Is 
during summer droughts or when deep 
snows cut off ordinary supplies 
that 
the animals attack the bark of grow- 
ing trees or shrubs. 


Rabbits 
are 
easily 
trapped 
or 
snared, and while these methods of 
taking them are slow, they are always 
feasible when cottontails Infest wood- 
lot, orchard, nursery, field or garde^. 


An 
inexpensive 
and 
permanent 
sewer tile trap for cottontail 
rabbits 
has proved very effective In Kansas 
and other states. 
Details of this trap 
were supplied by Mr. J. M. Walmsley, 
who has used It successfully on his 


and other farms. 
To m a k e the trap, 
proceed as follows: 


Set a 12 by 6-lnch "tee" sewer tile 
with the long end downward, and bury 
it so that the 6-inch opening at 
the 
side Is below the surface of the ground. 
Connect two lengths of 6-lnch sewer 
pipe horizontally with the side open- 
ing. 
Second 
grade or even 
broken 
tile will do. 
Cover the Joints 
with 
soil so as to exclude light. 
Provide 
a tight removable cover, such as an 
old harrow disk, for the top of the 
large tile. 
The projecting end of the 
small 
tile 
is then 
surrounded 
with 
rocks, brush, or wood, so as to make 
the hole look Inviting to rabbits and 
encourage them to frequent the den. 
Rabbits, of course, are free to go In 
or out of these dens, which should be 
constructed In promising spots on the 
f a r m and In the orchard. 
A trained 
dog will locate Inhabited dens. 
The 
outlet Is closed with a disk of wood 
on a stake, or the dog g u w d s 
the 
opening. 
The cover Is lifted and the 
rabbits captured by hand. 


These traps are especially Bultable 
for open lands and 
prairies, 
where 
rabbits can not 
find 
natural 
hiding 
places. 
They are permanent and cost 
nothing for repairs f r o m year to year. 
If it is desired to poison rabbits, the 
baits may be placed Inside these traps, 
out of the way of domestic animals 
or birds. 
This trap also furnishes an 
excellent means of obtalnln«: rabbits 
for the table, or even for market. 


Helps in Flower Growing 


Weed seeds have more vitality than 
flower 
seeds, for after the flower beds 
are made and the seeds sown, weeds 
appear 
before 
the 
flowers. 
Don't 
waste time weeding by hand, but get 
a good weeding hook, and stir the soil, 
killing the weeds. 


It Is not a good plan to sow 
all 
annuals at the same time, nor plant 
your summer-blooming 
bu'bs all 
to- 
gether. 
Walt two or three weeks be- 
tween plantings, thus ensuring a suc- 
cession of blooming periods. 


When digging for permanent beds, 
see that the soil is stirred and 
thor- 
oughly, aerated by digging deep, and 
by spilling or throwing the soil f r o m 
the spade In a thin stream—thus sep- 
arating It as much as possible. 


Much 
trouble and 
disappointment 
would be avoided if tender see'"- and 
indoor-grown plants were not set out 
too soon. 
Aa a good 
general 
rule, 
which obtains throughout the country.

One 
will kick if a lighted lantern Is brought 
near her stall, yet Is docile at other 
timeA. 
Make It a point to attend to 
her during daylight. 


Forget-Me-Not. 


such plants should not be set out, or 
seeds sown, until corn-planting 
time. 


If you have a dry, bare spot that 
gets the sun all day, seed It to por- 
tulaccas. 
They will beat 
the 
weed 
seeds growing, and give you 
flowers 
all summer long. 


Mignonettes 
and 
popples 
do 
not 
transplant well, and should be grown 
where they are to remain. 
No garden 
Is complete without the fragrance of 
the former, and the fragile and 
flam- 
ing beauty of the latter. 


The large spring-flowering forget- 
me-not, with Its intense sky-blue bios- 
soms, makes a very bright and attrac- 
tive addition to the flower garden. 


LOCATION O F T H E GARDEN. 


It should be "easily reached both by 
those who care for it, and 
by 
the 
housewife who does most of the har- 
vesting. 
It should be so placed that 
plows and other tools do not need to 
be brought far, for this takes time and 
labor, and 
makes 
the garden 
work 
expensive. 
Then, too. If the 
garden 
.\i8 close at hand, spare tines now and 
then can be used !n going over it. 


When you prune a tree, be sure that 
you understand v/hy every branch is 
removed. 


Practical Feeding and Watering 
Devices for Poultry. 


W h a t is desired In the way of ulti- 
mate results must be considered when 
determining the breed of poultry one 
should raise. 
For eggs alone the Leg- 
horns are by many regarded the best. 
It is not so good an all-purpose fowl, 
however, and for those breeding for 
meat as well as eggs, other strains are 
to be preferred. 


For the f a r m e r having not 
more 
than a hundred or two chickens, the 
White 
Wyandotte. 
White 
or 
Barred 
Plymouth 
Rocks, 
or 
Rhode 
Island 
Reds can not be excelled? 


The White Wyandottes are of me- 
dium 
size, 
hardy 
and 
g o r i 
layers. 
They are easily cared for and 
bear 
confinement well, although any fowl 
must have plenty of exercise. 


For 
table 
use they are 
excellent, 
their flesh being sweet, juicy and ten- 
der, making fine broilers and roasters. 
They are extremely popular 
because 
of the absence of dark pin feathers. 


As layers they average well up, both 
for summer and winter production, if 
some pains be taken to provide them 
with comfortable quarters during In- 
clement weather. 


To do this a fairly comfortable poul- 
try house Is necessary. 
This 
means 
one which is dry all the time and so 
arranged as to admit plenty of fresh 
air and sunlight. 


A house built with three sides tight 
and left largely open 
on the 
south 
side accomplishes this. 
A curtain, to 
be drawn tight over the opening in 
rigorous weather, will add materially 
to the comfort of the poultry. 
This 
does not exclude the fresh air, 
but 
protects against the cold. 


This building can be 
conveniently 
arranged without the cost 
becoming 
very great, and It should be borne In 
mind that convenience pays well. 


Have all the Interior fixtures of tha 
poultry 
house — roosts, 
poles, 
nest 
boxes, dropping boards, etc., easily re- 
movable, so that every part within can 
be reached and cleaned. 


Twice yearly the house should 
be 
thoroughly fumigated and then white- 
washed inside and out. 
For this pur- 
pose a whitewash containing a small 
per cent of carbolic acid should b® 
used. 


All fowls are annoyed and suffer 
from insect parasites. 
This means a 
loss to the raiser and effective means 
must be employed 
to combat 
these 
pests as the birds can not do this un- 
assisted. 
Provisions for a ¿ust bath, 
any time, any day that the fowls de- 
sire. will help, but in addition to this 
the 
house 
and 
fixtures 
should 
be 
sprayed at frequent Intervals with coal 
oil or a 2 per cent solution of crude 
carbolic acid. 
This spraying should b* 
done early in the day so that 
th® 
f u m e s will have nearly all evaporated 
before the fowls go to roost. 


During the s u m m e r the wide rang* 
afforded by the f a r m solves the prob- 
lem as to proper feeding. 
But In wia« 
ter when the fowls do not have Insect 
diet, meat food in some form is nec- 
essary. 
Table scraps and ground bons 
supply this very well. 
Lime. In t h s 
f o r m of shells and old plaster, also Is 
necessary and great care should 
bo 
exercised that an abundance of fresh 
water Is supiflled. 


At the present prices of eggs and 
poultry, chickens are too valuable to 
be neglected. 
It Is safe to say that In 
return for their care and expense they 
are the greatest profit-earners on tho 
farm. 


F R U I T YIELDS. 


Gooseberries 
sometimes 
yield 
as 
much 
as 
100 
bushels 
to 
the 
acre, 
grapes f r o m three to five tons, rasp- 
berries and blackberries from 50 to 
100 bushels and strawberries f r o m 75 
to 300 bushels. 
These yields 
vary 
f r o m year to year, depending 
upon 
weather and climatic conditions, meth- 
ods of cultivation, varieties, etc. 


R E N E W T H E LAWN. 


Don't 
neglect 
patching 
that 
o!d 
lawn any longer. 
Spade up the soil. 
P u t some manure and a ' little lime 
into it and sow some Kentucky blue 
grass, white clover and red top. 


TO AVOID TROUBLE. 


Pruning tools should be disinfected 
after pruning each tree so that disease 
will not be carried f r o m tree to tree, 
and should be disinfected still oftener 
than this to »avoid carrying the disease 
from one part to another of the same 
tree, as the pruner finds that he Is 
cutting through d i s c a r d wood. 


M A K E S T H E TRACTOR COST M O R E .

Friend and foe alike will freely pay tribxtte to the surpassing 


Military genius and the tremendous capacity for doing things that 
were the outstanding characteristics of the life of Earl Kitchener, 
British minister of Avar, who has just been sent clown with his staff 
to death in the sea when the British warship Hampshire on which he 
was traveling to Russia was sunk by a mine or a torpedo. He was 
easily one of the world's very greatest soldiers, and no fair estimate 
of the man will withhold from his memory the need of recognition 
due to extraordinary capacity and extraordinary genius. 


The history of his exploits in the Sudan, which first brought him 


into world notice, is more or less familiar, and public prints today 
are filled with voluminous accounts of his career as a soldier in many 
fields. Yet these, great as they were, are but secondary to the man's 
crowning achievement in recruiting and in whipping into line the 
vast army on which England has been relying in the present strug- 
gle. It was but natural for England in her stress to turn to her first 


. ioldier, and Kitchener rose to the occasion. Yet it is significant that 
he, did not escape criticism, some of it very bitter. Opposition even 
-.5e_nt to the lengtn of curtailing the power which earlier had beei 
eagerly placed in his hands. Confidence in the man in the light of 
his earlier accomplishments could not withstand the strain of evei 
temporary reverse. Impatience gave way to bitterness, and the past 
year has seen Kitchener the target for much criticism. Here the 
greatness of the man showed again, for he disdained a reply to 
calumny and proceeded with his duty as he saw it. He was easily

After the baptism, Ppenccr occupied 


considerable time in giving his testi- 
mony to the ^people as they passed in 
and out of the jail, nnd it .was the 
strong testimony of a great sinner who 
l.ad been saved by a great power—the 
power of God.

His Last Night. 


The last night of Spencers life on 


earth, the night when condemned pris- 
oners are permitted .'to have practically 
whatever they wish, and which they 
generally spend in playing card?. Spen- 
cer's only request was that Dr. and 
Vrs. Evans .and their son Louis stay 
with him part of the night spending 
tl.e time in the singing of hymns, the 
reading of the Bible, and prayer. • 
. This request we gladlj granted. While 
this service was going on, the court 
yard was filled with hundreds of pcoalc 
trying to get a glimpse of the man who 
v^as to hang in the morning. Clear and 
happy, 'the voice of the condemned 
prisoner could be heard throughout the 
whole court yard, singing, "I shall sec 
the king Friday." '"We left Spencer at 
midnight To go home and get rest. He. 
too. -said he was going to sleep, sound 
n^ a child. The guard who was with 
him that night told me that Spencer 
slept as peacefully an a babe. 


His Last Morning. 


At five o'clock in the morning, .he 


was awakened by a chorus of young 
ladies from the churches in the neigh- 
borhood, who h'ad .come to sing hymns 
for him. 
He immediately arose and 


joined in the singing. 
He was very 


happy to know that within a few houra 
ho was going, as he said, "to sec the 
himr." 


Dr. Evans and myself went down to 


Iho jail at 7:30 that morning. 
Spencer 


J.ad asked to be given communion and 
to have his last words with us. Tht 
uuict scene uojUirs during the hour ol 


talking of the. things 


aelonging to i\iat other and larger 
:ifc, will never be forgotten "by the 
writer. To sit and speak to a man who 
is in the full prime of life, healthy 
and strong, and with the apparent pros- 
pect of many years of life, to speak 
to him of those things, knowing that 
in an hour or two he would realize 
them, is an experience .which cannot 
very well, be put on paper. But I shall 
never cease to thank God for the priv- 
ilege of telling Henry Spencer the story 
of God's love- to sinners.

The Last Hour. 


Iho execution of Henry Spencer can 


probably be best described by my hub- 
band. who went with the "comicirmcd 
man to the scaffold. 
Following is his 


description of the last hour of this 
man's life on earth: 


"I was alone with .Spencer from nine 


o'clock on th» morning of his execution 
n>. til his death .at lij:22. 
Mrs. Evans 


and I haJ spent an hour or so wltn 
him, encouraging him in his faith and 
hope in God. 
At 'nine o'clock she left 


the jail, and I was alone with the, con- 
dumned man. He narrated to me the 
siory of his life from its beginning 
until that hoiir. Among other things 
h» said, 'It is true, doctor, that liiave 
been a crook, a thief.-and a bad mam- 
I have hated everybody until Decem- 
ber 10th last, when I found Christ 
as mv Saviour. 
Now I -am going into 


the presence of my King and Judge. 
but I want to say this to you. As I 
have.said to you often during the last 
few months, although I have been a 
bad man. I can say to God, in whose 
presence I soon shall stand, that un- 
hands have not hern stained with the 
blood of any one. t am not a murderer, 
and the only time I ever saw Mrs. Kex- 
roat. for whose murder I am now to be 
l.nng, was tho one hour I danced with 
IIIT that night. 
Who killed -her. I no 


n»t know, hut I am satisfied to die, be- 
cause I am re.i<ly. Tt may he that.the 
man who roally murdered her is not 
prepnrod to meet his God. I am -sure 
that God has forgiven all my sins and 
that I shall sec the King in -a little 
whilo. I am innocent of this crimo." 


"The sheriff .then came to the. cell to 


H-nd the death warrant to Spencer. 
Tt 


•ttr.s roally wonderful to sec the c.ilm- 
ress of tho. prisoner as contrasted with 
the nervous condition of th<> sheriff, and 
'ho to- poe how Spencer tried to com- 
fort and encouracc th« sheriff by toll- 
ins him ho must not fool badly; that 
lie was only doing his duty: that that 
wag the happirst hour of his lifo, .for 
lie was going into the presence of his 
Saviour. 


"Spcncrr was: then M out of ', 


coll. his hands tiorl behind him. aroom- 
vanied hy the sheriff, two deputies and 
myself. He asked the sheriff, what the 


two deputies .were for, and was told.! 
to help him in case of need.' 


'•He replied, 'Thank you, sheriff, I do 


not need any help except -jj) have Dr. 
Evans with me.' 


On the Scaffold. 


"We passed .down the iron stairway 


out into the corridor that led to the 
enclosure where stood the scaffold. The 
sheriff led the way, Spencer andll fol- 
lowing, with the two deputies bohinn 


. 
As we came to the loot of the 


scaffold. .Spencer ran ahead of me and 
bounded up the stairwny two steps at 
a time and took hi? place on the' trap 
door. Those who witnessed the execu- 
tion .will never forget the scene, nor 
will they ever forget the look on the 
face of the condemned man and tLe ex- 
pression of confidence, hope nnd jov, 
which was born of faith in Christ. 


He had told me that he wanted to 


quote sonic of his favorite psalms and 
also to give his testimony on the-scaf- 
fold before ho died. To this the sheriff 
consented. 
So when 
everything was 


quiet. Spencer begnn.to quote Mine of 
I'is favorite psalms—the twenty-third 
;:nd two others. 
Those he. quoted 


clcarly_ and with confidence. 
Ho then 


gave his testimony to the-saving power 
of God and made a declaration of his 
innocence. 


His . Confession—Last Words. 


He said: 
"My friends. I am dad to have this 


opportunity, to tell you .that I have 
tound peace and joy at last. 
I havo 


found a mojher in Mrs. Evans, who 
brought into my miserable -life a trust 
in God. which is in my heart now. She 
showed me the way of salvation, oven 
through the trap of the scaffold. 
The 


only prayer I knew before she, ramn 
v.as. 'Jesus, help a orook like me.' The 
seven months and twenty-ope days that 
are ending now liave been tho happiest 
one? in mv life, 
and 
that alone, 


whether guilty or not..is worth going 
io the gallnws for.

One or two hymns were sung, prayer 
offered, nnrt some 
remarks made "bv 


Judge Cleland.

two sources of profit. 


While the expense of maintaining 


a flock of sheep is hardly noticeable, 
the addition to the income from a few 
lambs and the animal fleeces is very 
welcome. 


The sheep raiser who puts his de- 


pendence In the best breeds and goes 
ahead to produce as valuable a mut- 
ton carcass and as good a fleece of 
wool as is possible, is pretty sure to 
come out all right. 


The "poison" bogy frightens some, 


but properly prepared poisonous dips 
are perfectly safe, if the ordinary care 


may harbor, are certalnlywefy evan. 
escent and their odor, on which they 
depend for deterring the "fly," li 
Quickly dissipated. 


As they are non-polaonous and da 


not remain long in th« wool, they do 
not poison the maggots. 


Sprinkling is v»ry much akin to 


flipping, the same solution being used. 
It Is practiced when It Is not conven. 
lent to dip each sheep separately and 
secures the saturation of the fleece at 
parts most likely to be "struck." 


The removal of dirty locks of wool 


and the trimming of the soiled parts 
is Imperative. 


These precautions, however, will not 


always suffice, for the yoke of the wool 
will prove sufficient attraction unless 
poisoned or rendered distasteful 
to 


the fly and the pest will sometimes 
strike, especially on hot days, and 
when there is thunder in the air 


Powdering the fleece used to be th» 


favorite method of prevention, 
but 


dipping orv sprinkling with a fluid 
preparation has largely superseded' it 
as being more economical, as well as 
more efficient

Fly powders consist for the most 


part of mixtures of sulphur, arsenic 
powdered hellebore, white lead, alum' 
cinnabar of antimony, prepared'chalk' 
umber, American bole and whale oil 
in various combinations and propor- 
tions, and some old-fashioned farmers 
will cling to the use of such agents, 
but they ara not nearly so effective ai 
a reliable dip.

Practical Feeding and Watering 


Devices for Poultry. 


What is desired in the way of ulti- 


mate results must be. considered when 
determining the breed of .poultry one 
should raise. For eggs elone the" Leg- 
horns are by many regarded the best. 
It is not so good an all-purpose fowl 
however, and for those breeding for 
meat as well as eggs, other5 strains are 
to be preferred. 


For the farmer having not more 


than a hundred or two chickens, the 
White Wyandotte. White or Barred 
Plymouth Rocks, or Rhode Island 
Reds can not be excelled. 


The White Wyandottes are of

For table use they are excellent

for summer and winter production if 
some pains bo taken to provide them 
with comfortable quarters during in- 
clement weather. 


FRTJTT YIELDS. 


Gooseberries sometimes yield as 


much as 100 bushels to the acre 
grapes from three to five tons, rasp- 
berries and blackberries from 50 to 
100 bushels and strawberries from 78 
to 300 bushels. 
These yields vary 


from year to year, depending upon 
weather and climatic conditions, meth- 
ods of cultivation, varieties, etc. 


RENEW THE LAWN. 


Don't neglect patching that o'd 


lawn any longer. Spade up the soil 
Put some manure and a little llmo 
Into it and sow some Kentucky blue 
grass, white clover and red top. 


Protect th* birds. Glv3 them houses 


and shrubbery and they will work for 
you and give you entertainment. Place 
a pan of water where they can drink 
and bathe. 


To do this a fairly comfortable poul- 


try house is necessary. 
This means 


one which is dry all the time and so 
arranged as to admit plenty of fresh 
air and sunlight. 


A house built with three sides tight 


and left largely open on the south 
side accomplishes this. 
A curtain, to 


be drawn tight over the opening in 
rigorous weather, will add materially 
to the comfort of the poultry. This 
does not exclude the fresh air, but 
protects against the cold. 


This building can be conveniently 


arranged without the cost becoming 
very great, and it should be borne in 
mind that convenience pays well 


Have all the interior fixtures of th« 


poultry house —roosts, poles, next 
boxes, dropping boards, etc., easily re- 
movable, so that every part within can 
be reached and cleaned. 


Twice yearly the house should be 


thoroughly fumigated and then white, 
washed inside and out. For this pur- 
pose a whitewash containing a small 
per cent of carbolic acid should b« 
used. 


All fowls are annoyed and suffe* 


from Insect parasites. Thi* means a 
loss to the raiser and effective mean* 
must be employed to-combat thes« 
pests as the birds can not do this un- 
assisted. Provisions for a dust bath, 
any time, any day that the fowls de- 
sire, will help, but in addition to this 
the house and fixtures should 
b« 


sprayed at frequent intervals with- coal 
oil or a 2 per cent solution of crude 
carbolic acid. % This spraying should b. 
done early .in the day go that th* 
fumes will have nearly all evaporated 
before the fowls go to roost. 


During the summer the wide rang* 


afforded by the farm solves the prob- 
lem as to proper feeding. But in win. 
ter when the fowls do not have Insect 
diet, meat food in some form Is nec- 
essary. Table scraps and ground bon» 
supply this very well. Lime, In th« 
form of shells and old plaster, also if 
necessary and great care should be 
exercised that an abundance of fresh 
water Is supplied. 


At the present prices of eggs and 


poultry, chickens-are too valuable to 
be neglected. It is safe to say that in 
return for their care and erpense they 
are the greatest profit-earners on the 
farm.
